The Investigating Committee 
Finds Him Guilty ~~ 


Of Aceepting Money for the Sale of a 
Policeman's Position, 


The Report Signed by Bledsoe, Jack. 
son, Gould and Mathews. 


A Monkey-and-Parrot Scene in the 
Assembly Over the Affair — 
A Minority Report 
Forthcoming. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
SACRAMENTO, March 20. — [By the 
Associated Press.|} This afternoon in 
the Assembly Mr. Bledsoe, chairman 
of the committee appointed to investi- 
gate the Bruner scandal, made an at- 
tempt to get in the report of the ma- 
jority of the committee. Mr. Bruner, 
backed up by Mr. Lowe of Santa Clara 
and others, opposed the reception of 
the report at this time because of the 
fact that the minority report had not 
yet been prepared, and it was desired 
tosubmit both reports at the same 
time. 

Mr. Lowe said that he bad learned 
since coming into the Assembly cham- 
ber this afternoon that Mr. Bledsoe 
had allowed certain reporters to gain 
possession of the report. He hotly de- 
nounced Mr. Biedsoe for this, and a 
savage lashing of tongues took place 
between the two gentiemen. Mr. Bled- 
sve said that a few minuies previous 
M;. Lowe had come to him and said he 
understood he had permitted the _re- 
porters to see the majority report, and 
added that if it were true he (Mr. 
Lowe) would burn him upon the floor 


| of the Assembly. 


“Now,” exclaimed Mr. Bledsoe, “if 
the gentleman from Santa Clara has 
any-burning up to do let him start in.” 
Contisuing, Mr. Bledsoe said he had 
given the report to the reporters with 
the understanding that it should not 
be published until it had been pre- 
sented to the House. — 

Speaker Coombs remarked for the 
benefit of the members of the press 

resent that if any reporter violated 

is confidence with Mr. Biedsoe, and 
printed the report before the Assembly 
had received it, he would be severely 
dealt with. 

Mr. Lowe declared that Mr. Bledsoe 
bad beén opposed to Bruner through- 
out the whole investigation, and when 
the sensation was first sprung he bad 
been heard to say that Bruner ought 
to be roasted. 

This enraged the Humboldt 

to_ his. feet, 
a lie! It’sa 
lie!”’ 

The wildest disorder ensued, and 
while the Speaker pounded his desk 
with his gavel, haif adozen members 
moved that Mr. Bledsoe be brought 
before the bar of the house and dealt 
with there. 

Speaker Coombs said the language 
used by the gentleman from Humboldt 
was extremely unparliamentary and 
ought to receive the attention of the 
House. 

Mr. Bledsoe then arose to a question 
of personal privilege and said perhaps 
the language was not parliamentary. 
He didn’t care whether it was or not. 
Perhaps the House would censure 
him, he didn’t care if it did. 
He denied that he had done anything 
against the interesis of Bruner during 
the investigation. He had done only 
bis duty and had no fear of the results. 
He added that this forenoon a certain 
member of the Assembly came to him 
and told him that one of the biggest 
men in the United States had said if 
he signed a report adverse to Lruner 
he would be forever ruined in Califor- 
nia politics. lle said he feared no bad 
results from these threats. He had 
done bis duty and his conscieuce was 
clear. 

The disturbance was finally quieted 
after astormy debate. It was decided 
that the report could not be introduced 
until tomorrow. 


BRUNER GUILTY. 


Verdict of the Majority of the Com- 
mittee, 

SACRAMENTO, March 20.—!By the 
Associated Press.} The majority of 
the committee which has been investi- 
gating the charges preferred against 
Elwood Bruner has prepared its report 
which was to be presented to the As- 
semmby this afternoon. 

The committee before replying to 
salient questions bearing on the 
charges says: | 
Many considerations of mercy have, 
stropgiy pleaded for answer upon ali of 
these questions in favor of accused. His 
youth and his brilliant attainments,

‘The answer is no; neither did he have six 

positions.

that a man who was trying to entrap his 
enemies would have acted in this manner? 

Would he not have arranged for witnesses 

to the whole transaction? Would he net 
hive confided in his friends or relatives? 

Would he not bave followed the dictates 

of ordinary prudence and protected himself 

from any possibility of unjust criticism? 

It is with sincere feelings of pity that this 

committee tinaily conciudes and finds that 

Elwood Bruver did odt give the recom- 

mendation of Stoley, and reteive the #400 

therefor, as part of a plan to entrap and 


expose guilty couspirators; Dut that le did 
do it with the intention of selling a position 7 
on the police force of Sap Fraucisco, and 
appropriating tw the use of himself aud his 
accomplices the proceeds thereof.

ANOTHER DISGRACEFUL SCENE 
IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


Bruner Scores Bledsoe and Sheds 
Tears— Lowe Goes for the 
Humboldt Statesman—A 
Scrap Downstairs. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
SACRAMENTO, March 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.} An exciting scene 
occurred in the Assembly this evening. 
Bruner arose to a question of personal 
privilege and denounced JBiedsoe for 


giving the - majority -report of —the- 


investigating committee to the news- 
paper reporters before it had been pre- 
sented to and received by the Aassem- 
bly. Bruner was moved to tears aud 
finally sat down exhausted by his effort 
and crying likeachild. In a moment 
his desk was surrounded by a score of 
members. 

Biedsoe sat in his chair and was ap- 
proached by Lowe of Santa Clara, 
Bruner’s special friend and champion, 
who pointed to where Bruner sat and 
exclaimed: “That’s your work, d——n 
you.”’ Lowe stepped closer to Bied- 
soe ashe made this remark, and the 
latter, apparently fearing a personal 
attack, sprang from his seat and ran 
back to the farthest corner of the 
chamber and begged Kellogg and 
other members to protect him. Kellogg 
warped Lowe to stand away. Lowe’s 
friends now rusbed in and dragged 
him from the crowd. 

During all this time the greatest 
confusion prevailed. Speaker Coombs 
splintered his gavelina wild attempt 
oO restore something like order, and 
several ladies were borne from the 
chamber in a fainting condition. Mra. 
Bledsoe uttered cries when she saw 
Lowe bearing down upon her husband 
with clenched fists and angry eye. 

When Lowe bad been drawn away 
from Biedsoe, the latter and his wife 
were take outside of the Capitol anu 
escorted bome. 

A SCRAP DOWNSTAIRS. 

While the Biedsoe-Lowe fracas was 
proceeding upstairs in the Assembly 
chamber tonight, Lawyer Perkins, who 
is opposed to the Riverside Lill, aud 
Frank Miller, who is in favor of it; 
were Laving an encounter downstuirs. 
Miller stated this evening that they in- 
tended to prosecute Perkins for por- 
jury, for swearing that $26,000 was 
raised for the Kiverside Bil.

President Dunham of the Seattle, Lake

| ATTEMPTED RAPE. 


Rey. 8. J. Fleming Arrested 
on a Serious Charge. 


‘A VERY SENSATIONAL CASE. 


A Servant Girl Accuses the Rever- 
end Gentleman of Attempting 
to Outrage Her—Start- 
ling Allegations. 


Rey. Samuel J. Fleming has had con- 
siderable trouble for the last few weeks, but 
he is right sow in the worst position he 
éve was or will be, in all probability 
during the rest of bis life. 

Yesterday afternoon the reverend gentle- 
man was arrested on acharge of assaulting 
Anna Peterson, a servantin his family, with 
intent to commit rape, lt is alleged that the 
offense was committed on March 11, at 
South Pasadena. 

Fieming was taken at once before Jus- 
tice Stanton. His bail was fixed at $5000. 
In a short time it was furnished, Maj, W. 
C. Furrey becoming one of his sureties. 

As a matter of course, news of Mr. Flem- 
ing’s arrest when it became noised over 
the city, created quite a sensation. Mr. 
Fleming has acquired considerable notoriety 
of late. His financial transactions on be- 
half of the Redondo Beach Chatauqua as- 
sociation were brought into question some- 
time ago by E. H. Winans. Then he was 
investigated bya committees of ministers. 

be result -of the investigation was that 

leming commenced a suit against Winans 
for $50,000 tor defamation of character. 

The publication of allthe facts and de- 
tails of this investigation and the accruing 
gave Mr. Fleming considerabie no- 
toriety. 

But of all the hard charges that were 
made against him it was never for one mo- 
ment supposed that he was so low and de- 
graded as to place himself in a position 
where a charge such asthe ove Aunie - Pe- 
terson has preught against him. 

Annie Peterson is an intelligent Danish 
girl. She tellsavery reasonable story of 
the alleged assault made upon her by Flem- 
ing. If her statement is false she has re- 
lated it with remarkable cleyerness and has 
dene Fieming an irreparable injury. It it 
is true Mr. Fieming is as contemptible a 
scoundrel as there is without the peniten- 
tiary doers, 

Annie Peterson has worked in Fleming’s 
family for abouta year past. The family 
lived at South Pasadena and the position 
was an agreeable one. She was treated 
very nicely both by Mr. and Mrs. Fleming, 
pee ever suspicioned for one minute, so 

e states, that an attempt would be made 
ip that household by one of its members to 
rob her of her honor. 

Last Weduesday a week ago, on March 11, 
Mrs. Fieming was absent from home, An- 
nie had beeh nursing a sick child faithfully, 
and was very much exhaus 

Fiemiug either noticed ber exhaustion or 
she incideutaliy referred to it. An any rate 
he became very solicitous about her condi- 
tion and advised her to take a glass of 
wine before she went to bed. She did not 
lollow bis advice, however, and in due 
time retired. 

How long she slept she does not know. 
She was suddenly awakened and distinctly 
feltahand upon her breast. The fright- 
ened girl opened her eyes and imagine ber 
terror and surprise to find, as. she states, 
that her employer, Rey. Mr. Fieming, was 
in bed with her. 

She ciaims thatassoonas she became 
‘ware of the position she was in, she proe- 
tested dnd struggied and fought. it wasa 
battle to her for what was more precious 
than her lite—her virtue. 

In the meantime she asserts thatthe Rev. 
¥ 'eming did bis utmost to quiet and subdue 
her. Hetalked to her apna endeavored to 
persuade her that it was all right for him 
to be in.the position that he was, and that 
nothing wrong would come of it. 

ln trying to appease her and prevail upon 
her to submit to his .wishes, Annie says 
that he told her: 

“it’s all right; if it was not so God would 
not have made us.” 
~ “Phe little Danish girl,—being 
rather strong and stout, claims that she suc- 
cessfully resisted Key. Fleming’s Herculean 
eayeem efforts as well as his persua- 
sions. 

At length, arriving at the conclusion that 
his endeavors were fruitiess, she says that 
Mr. Flemming left ber room. 

Not until it was all over, however, did he 
apparently realize the magnitude of the 
crime he had committed. Before he left 
her, Annie says that he exacted from hera 

romise to tell his wife of nothing that had 

anspired. 

Bat when Mrs, Fleming did return An- 
nie changed her mind, in a measure. As 
svon as tue lady of the bouse returned An- 
nie went to her and frankly told her that 
she could stay in the house no longer. She 
said that she wanted to go, but declined to 
give any reasons for her strange and un- 
usual conduct, 

Annie did leave and came to Los Ange- 
les. Meeting friends here, she told them 
the story as above relatad of the alleged as- 
sault Fieminpg had made upon her to ac- 
com plish her ruin, 

Atter consuliation Aunie’s friends ad- 
vised her to return to a house at 
South Pasadena and acquaint Mrs. Fiemin 
of the treacherous and vrutal attempt which 
she so vigerously asserted Fleming bad 
made te debauch her. 

After consideringthe matter Annie con- 
cluded to accept the advice and act upon it. 
On Weanesday she called upon Mrs. Flem- 
jw and told her all the details of the af- 

air. 

So strong a presentation did the girl 
make that the poor wife unwillingly. ar- 
rived at the conclusion that what she said 
was true. She became convinced that her 
husband was guilty as Anna Peterson 
‘claimed she was. 

‘Then all of the woman’s love turned to 
scorn, She ordered her husband from the 
house and refused to see him or to permit 
him to expiain. 

When Fieming was driven from his home 
by his indignant and heart-broken wife he 
caine to Los Angeles and immediately went 
to a brotuer of his wife’s. 

To him Fleming related the full story. 
‘The brother-in-law was surprised beyond 
measure. He listently toali that Fieming 
had to tell him. The two walked the 
streets for several hours while Fieming 
untoided to the wystified man the details 
of the terrible crime which was charged 


_againsthim. Finally, it is said that the 


willhelp youallI can. 1 can hardly 
believe you guilty, but if I find you are 
guilty, may God help you; for this place 
will not be larce enough for both of us.” 

The brotner-in-iaw then retired, with 
the remark that he would see Annie Peter- 
son and hear her story before he would pass 
judgment. 

‘Tbe next day, Thursday last, the brother- 
in-law was found in his room in an uncon- 
scious condition. The odor of chloroform 
pervaded the room. 

This startling discovery was made by a 
sister of the unconscious man. he 
soreamed for help, which soon came. ‘The 
brother-in-law’s condition was such as to 
call for immediate medical assistance, which 
was summoned. He was not dangerous, 
but if he nad been left aione a short time 
longer be would have succumbed. 2 

Not until yesterday about 1.0’clock did he 
recover, but even then he could tell nothing 
about bow he came 80 civse to death. 

It is thought by many that the condition 
of this brother-in-law, whose name could 
not be learned yesterday, was due to sume 
drug administered to him by Fleming. 
Putting the most charitable construction 
upon the facts surrounding the whole cir- 
cumstance, they look fearfully and dread- 
fully mysterious, as far as Fieming is con- 
cerned. 

it is claimed that at 7 o’clock last ‘lburs- 
day morning Fleming calied at his 
brother-in-law’s lodging-house, in great 
haste apparently. He rapped loudly 
at the outer door and was ad- 
admitted by the landlady. He informed 
her that he must see his brother-in-law at 
ence and rushed excitedly to his room. . 

After remaining in there a short time, he 
came out and left the house. 

Later, the landlady, noticing that the

Upon a sister of the sleeping man fell the 
important discovery that her brother was 
under the influence of some drug.

But for her timely discovery it is believed 
that her brother would now be a corpse. 

The theory is advanced by some that Flem- 
ing might have drugged his brother-in-law 
for the purpose of preventing him from see- 
ing Annie Peterson and from her learning 
the damning details of his assault upon ber. 

Yosterday, however, Jespite the fact that 
everything had been kept very quiet, the 
full particulars of all of Fleming’s alleged 
brutal conduct came out. 

‘Lo the Distries Attorney Annie Peterson 
told her story, and the result was the issu- 
ance of the warrant for Fleming’s arrest. 

After Fleming had given bond and had 
been released yesterday afternoon, he was 
seen by a TIMES reporter. 

“Have you anything to say, sir, concern- 
ing the terrible charge which has been 
broucht against you?”’ was asked. 

“Well, I do not know whattosay. Iam 
stunned. But 1 willeay this: It is alla 
lie, a damnable series of falsehoods. 

“Forfour years past there has been a

Vigorous Prosecutions by the Fed-

It was a low, 
degrading, mercenary trick, deliberate- 
ly planned and cunningly carried out. 
its object being the acquisition of a few 
miserable, dirty dollars—simply this 
and nothing more. And for these few 
dollars Elwood Bruner was willing to 
risk the reputation of himself; of his 
family; of tbe Legislature; of the. 
State. Had he not been discovered, he. 
would still be walking around, holding 
his bead high among honorable men 
and estimating himself at several re- 
moves above the honest laborer, who 
has to toil bard for a year to savé what 
this man expected to filch in an hour. 

That Elwood Bruner is the only 
guilty man in the present Legislature 
few will pretend. He, however, has 
been discovered, and must suffer the 
penalty. If others can be found out, 
they should suffer too. An example 
must be made somewhere. Unlessa 
halt is called in legislative corruption, 
this form of government wili tall to 
pieces from inherent rottenness. 
Either reform or revolution it must be.

Now 
comes’ a dispatch from Pine Ridge 
Agency to some of the papers stating 
that six weeks from now the grass will 
be green, and -unless all signs fail it 


the warpath in earnest. Persons who 
have been studying the situation all 
winter are said to believe that another 
war is inevitable. The young men 
have been taunted and gibed by their 
squaws and told many stories of the 
old-time bravery and prowess of the 
Sioux so that they are restless aud 
ready to avenge their many wrongs. 

Itis further announced that it has 
been discovered that the Sioux are in 
constant communication with the 
Utes, Arapahoes, Cheyennes and many 
other tribes. Their couriers have been 
passing to and fro ever since the troops 
were withdrawn from the agency, and 
now boast of more bitter leaders of 
When the trouble breaks 
out again this correspondent says there 
will be half a dozen tribes arrayed 
against the soldiers. So extensive has 
been the agitation among the Indians 
that even the prisoners of war at Fort 
Sheridan, near Chicago, have been im- 
portuned to join in the outbreak. .

Italians Wild Over the New 
«Orleans Tragedy. 


Excited Meeting at Cooper Union in 
New York, 


Only a Word Was Needed to Precipi- 
tate a Bloody Riot. 


Frantic Speeches—Talk of Sending 
an Avenging Army to New Or- 
leans—Detective O’Maley 

Heard From. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YOrK, March 20.—[By the As- 
ciated Press.}] Cooper Union was 
packed with 5000 Italians of New 
York and vicinity tonight, called to- 
gether to denounce last Saturday’s 
tragedy in New Orleans; and outside, 
notwithstanding the drizzling rain, 
more than as many more were unable 
to gain entrance to the hall. Shortly 
before 9 o’clock the crush outside the 
doors broke them down and a number 
of people were injared in the rush. One 
hundred and fifty policemen were kept 
busy. The presiding officer was A: 
ad’ Angelo. The speeches were nearly 
allin Italian, and the denunciations 
of the New Orleans tragedy were al- 
most terrifying in their vehemence. 
To pacify the crowd without it was ad- 
dressed from the balcony by a number 
of speakers. 

When President d’ Angelo stepped 
to the front of the platform and 
rapped for order, there was a lull in 
the noise in the hall. Hesaid quietly 
and impressively, ‘‘Italians.”’ ‘Then a 
roar of ‘‘Bravo”’ burst from thousands 
of Italian throats. The applause was 
resistless in its vehemence for fully 
five minutes, and so it was through 
the entire meeting. man 
was excited to the ighest 
pitch. Butaword seemed necessary 
to transform them into a tbrong of 
demons... The committee in charge 
seemed torealize this and took every 
precaution to avoid any trouble. 

Near the close of the meeting, when 
resolutions were being read, several 
persons in different parts of the hall 
arose and asked to be allowed to speak. 
These requests were refused by the 
chairman, The men who wanted to 
speak then appealed their fellows 
asking if they meant to sit there in- 
active, and urging them to act and 
revenge the wrongs done in New 
Orleans, The instant they began to 
talk in this way, prominent men on 
the platform urged the audience to be 
quiet and orderly. 

Meanwhile the police had taken the 
riot inciters in hand and hustled them 
out of the hall. It was a critical mo- 
ment and the leading men of the meet- 
ing acted none too soon. They ad- 
mitted after the meeting that had they 
allowed any one of those in the audi- 
ence to have spoken for five minutes 
bloodshed would have followed, as. the 
men present would have been so 
wrought up that they would have 
started a riot without knowing why. 

Dr. Asetta, in his speech, said the 
massacte was a deed not done by the 
American people. but by villains. He 
cendemned the Freuch press for its 
hostile attitude and criticized its at- 
tempts to justify the massacre.

Death of Lawrence Barrett 
at New York. 


An Attack of Pnenmonia, Followed 
by Heart Failure, the Cause. 


Conscious Until Within a Few Min-

NEw YorK. March 20,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}, Lawrence Barrett, the 
tragedian, died this evening at the 
Windsor Hotel of heart failure. He 
was unconscious but a short time be- 
fore his death. His wife and Dr. 
Chambers of this city were with Mr. 
Barrett when he breathed his last. His 
last sickness dated from Wednesday 
night when he was obliged to leave the 
theater here where he was engaged. 
It was said at that time that he was 
merely suffering from a severe cold 
and would be outin a few days, and 
the same report was made the follow- 
ingday. Even yesterday reports from 
the sick chamber were favorable. 

This evening Dr. Chambers called at 
the Windsor Hotel at 9 o’clock to see 
his patient and shortly after announced 
that he would remain all night. Death 
occurred at 10:45. Heart failure, the 
physician declared, was the cause of 
death. Dr. Chambers says jfhat on 
Wednesday Barrett had a ofte and 
when he retugned home from the thea- 
Ptre was seized with a severe chill. The 
next day symptoms of pneumonia ap- 
ared and a consultation was held by 
rs. Chambers and Walker and Dr. 
Oliver of Boston. Mrs. Barrett was 
also summoned. At the consulta- 
tion the case was diagnosed as a grave 
phase of pneumonia and complications 
made it serious, as for two years Bar- 
rett had been sufiering from a throat 
disease,

After the gevgraphy lesson a class of 
little tots trom the first grade were put 
through a musical exercise by Mrs. J. 
Powell Rice. They had not been trained 
for exhibition, but were just taken from 
the class in school as it stood, They sang 
scales and exercises, guided merely by 
the “nand motions,” the position of Mrs. 
Rice’s bands indicating the note to be sung. 
Then, still with only the hand motions to 
guide them, they sang the air of ‘tHome, 
Sweet Home,” sweetly and correctly, with- 
out knowing what it was that they were 
singing. ‘Ihe little ones were evidently in- 
terested in their lesson, and the storm of 
applause that greeted their efforts came 
like a bot entire'y-pleasant surprise 
they were througb. 

‘The State president then took the chair, 
and after the reading of the minutes Hon. 
J. W. Anderson was introduced and read a 
long paper on the history ot the California 
schoo! system, from the provisions for such 
a system proposed in the constitutional con- 
vention of 1849 to the present day. ln con-

His Reply to the Charges of 
Treasurer Fraser. 


HE ENTERS A GENERAL DENIAL. 


The Doctor's Finances Said to Be 
Much Worse Than Were Gen- 
erally Supp 2s ed—Second- 

street Property. 


The direct charges of Treasurer Fraser of 
the San Francisco Tabernacle, of finavcial 
irregularities on the partof Rev. John W. 
Ellis, while acting as pastor of that church, 
republished from the Examiner in Tit 
Times yesterday morning, caused general 
comment among the church pevple of this 
city, and especially among the members of 
the doctor’s former congregation. Dr. 
Klis, when asked about the matter, stated 
that Mr. -Fraser’s statement is cruel, mis- 
leading, malicious and cowardly, for the 
reason that he took advantage of his 
absence to make it public. The doctor de- 
nied that he had ever raised any bills above 
their supposed true value, and continued: 

BROTHERLY LOVE. 

“I never received money from wealthy 
members of my congregation unless ac- 
counted for; never desired to increase debt, 
but opposed it when Lugh Fraser urged it; 
pever made improvements except with 
money ordered by the congregation and for 
the purposes directed by the trustees. rhe 
church has not lost one dollar or paid one 
bill cut of the usual order to my knowledge. 
Never had church disturbances until Hugh 
Fraser caused it. He quarrels with the 
elders and abuses the minister, knowing 
him absent. 1 never made a greater inis- 
take than to litt Hugh Fraser’s name from 
the dead list ot Howard ecburch. He is no 
more qualified for church office than a 
bear’s jaw for bird’s nest. He stalks or 
balks, rules or ruins, is dead to Ssyippathy 
and ignorant ot spiritual life. His interest 
in the church is second to personal ambi~ 
tion or ruling authority.” 

Dr. Eliis said he intended to return to 
San-Francisco to meet the charges, but 
could not say just when he would be able 
to leave.
